Love the 
arena- 
hate the deal 

Edmontonians like the 
idea of a new downtown 
arena, but are cool to the 
proposed funding formula, 
according to an onhne 
survey conducted by Coun. 
Kerry Diotte. 

Of 1,339 people who 
took part in Diotte’s 
website survey, 68 per cent 
were in favour of building 
a new arena. However, 
there were concerns about 
the proposed financial 
framework for the deal, 
which would see the 
money for the $450-mil- 
hon project come from 
Oilers ovmer Daiyl Katz, 
as well as a community- 
revitalization levy and by 
redirecting current sup¬ 
port for Rexall Place. The 
project is still $100 milhon 
short. 

Only 46 per cent want 
the deal to go ahead based 
on the current deal, 28 per 
cent want it built but with 
a different framework, and 
22 per cent don’t want it 
built at all. 

Diotte says the survey 
pretty much matches his 
views on the project. He’s 
pro arena, but opposed 
to the funding formula, 
particularly on the issue 
of naming rights. This 
potentially lucrative plum 
has been given to Katz. 

“Given that the city is 
financing, building and 
ovming the rink, it’s ludi¬ 
crous that we don’t have 
the naming rights,” he

can teU us in person what the 
cost escalations are and the 
over-budgets are. That would 
be more appropriate, I think,” 
he said. 

Daviss said it is also import¬ 
ant to ensure public feedback 
has been properly addressed 
and considered. “We want to 
make sure we’ve got all 
those answers avail¬ 
able when coimcil 
asks,” he said.

Primary Care Networks launch 
site for those seeking doctor 


Family physidans. Docs 
at nine PCNs in the area 
will provide info for 
quarterly updates 


Those searching for a family 
doctor in Edmonton can now 
do so at the chck of a button. 

Nine Primaiy Care Net¬ 
works (PCN) in the area teamed 
up to develop a website called 
Find a PCN Family Doctor, 
which launched Wednesday 

Of the approximately 870 
doctors working in PCNs in 
Edmonton and also in Fort 
Saskatchewan, Spruce Grove, 
Stony Plain, Leduc, Devon, 
Beaumont, Sherwood Park and 
St. Albert, 119 were accepting 
new patients as of Wednesday. 

“That’s 14 per cent ac¬ 
cepting new patients in one 
way or another,” said Doug 
Craig, general manager of the 
Edmonton Southside PCN, not¬ 
ing about 20 per cent of people 
in the area say they don’t have 
a family doctor. 

While the College of Phys¬ 
icians and Surgeons of Alberta 
has a search option on its web¬ 
site, Craig said this is the first 
area-specific site of its kind in

If the airport closes before 
next summer, Simday’s prac¬ 
tice takeoff and landing wiU be 
Dempsey’s last at Ms hometown 
airport. “It’s sad. I grew up at 
tMs airport, watching airplanes 
take off and land. It’s such a 
beautiful location for lots of dif¬ 
ferent reasons.” 

The Hawk One and a P-51 
Mustang will be on display at 
the Alberta Aviation Museum 
starting Friday for Ganada Day 
celebrations.

Diversity survey. 

Racism Free Edmonton 
finds a tolerant city, 
but aboriginals 
most likely to be 
discriminated against

Edmonton is a friendly, wel¬ 
coming place that encour¬ 
ages diversity — but 29 per 
cent think newcomers should 
change to be more like the 
rest of us. 

Those were two of the re¬ 
sults of an extensive survey 
of Edmontonians’ opinions 
on discrimination, conducted 
by the Racism Free Edmon¬ 
ton initiative, a collaboration 
of 16 city organizations that 
promote a racism-free city. 
The survey, conducted by the 
Population Research Lab at 
the U of A, called 400 Edmon¬ 
ton adults between May and 
June 2011 and asked them 
questions about discrimina¬ 
tion. 

The survey, released Wed¬ 
nesday, found: 

• 76 per cent feel having 
people from different back¬ 
grounds makes Edmonton a 
better place to live 

• 71 per cent feel Edmon¬ 
tonians are friendly and wel¬ 
coming 

• 29 per cent think people 
who come to Edmonton 
should change to be more 
like other community mem¬ 
bers. 

When it comes to dis¬ 
crimination, the city’s aborig¬ 
inal community clearly bears 
the brunt, the survey found. 

Twenty per cent of those 




surveyed said they witnessed 
discriminatory treatment of 
aboriginal people. As well, 
solid majorities believe the 
aboriginal community fre¬ 
quently experiences dis¬ 
crimination. The survey also 
found Canadian-born visible 
minorities reported higher 
incidents of discrimination 
than non-Canadian-born vis¬ 
ible minorities. Dr. Harvey 
Krahn from the department 
of sociology at the U of A sur¬ 


mised that people who have 
lived longer in the city are 
more likely to detect unfair 
treatment. 

Conn. Amarjeet Sohi said 
“we consider this valuable 
data that will help Racism 
Free Edmonton determine 
areas of interest and 
our priorities for 
the coming years.”

Low-income. Housing

High ratios of low-cost hous¬ 
ing in some areas of Edmon¬ 
ton has led city staff to suggest 
a moratorium. 

The issue first surfaced in 
2009 when community mem¬ 
bers brought forward con¬ 
cerns about concentrations of 
poverty and declining neigh¬ 
bourhood conditions.

Canadian military police have 
been cleared of wrongdoing 
by a commission that probed 
allegations of prisoner torture 
in Afghan jails.

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Colorado wildfire continues 
to torch houses and land

A raging wildfire destroyed 
dozens of houses overnight 
and charred land on the edges 
of the U.S. Air Force Academy 
on Wednesday, while thick 
smoke and intense, towering 
flames kept officials from 
learning the full scope of 
damage to Colorado’s second- 
largest city. 

The wildfire doubled in 
size overnight to about 62 
square kilometres, and has so 
far forced mandatory evacua¬ 
tions for more than 32,000 
residents, Colorado Springs 
emergency-management 
director Brett Waters said. 
Among those urgently evacu¬ 
ated Tuesday evening were 
residents at the academy. 

The fire burned about 
four hectares of land along 
the southwest boundary of 


the academy’s 72.5-square- 
kilometre boundary, but no 
injuries or damage to academy 
structures have been reported. 

Steve Cox, an aide to Mayor 
Steve Bach, said Wednesday 


morning that the blaze has 
consumed dozens of houses 
elsewhere. A more precise fig¬ 
ure wasn’t available because of 
the intensity of the fire. 

Heavy smoke and ash bil¬ 


lowed from the mountain 
foothills west of the city. 
Bright yellow and orange 
flames flared in the night, 
often signalling another home 
lost to the Waldo Canyon Fire, 


which is the No. 1 priority for 
U.S. firefighters. 

The White House said 
President Barack Obama 
would tour the fire area on Fri¬

Tropical Storm Debby dumped 
more than 60 centimetres of 
rain on Florida, inundated 
many homes and washed out 
roads before moving off the 
Atlantic coast Wednesday. 

The storm was down¬ 
graded to a tropical depres¬ 
sion Tuesday as it slogged 
across northern Florida, leav¬ 
ing some areas in several 
feet of water. Debby knocked 
out power to thousands of 
people, and ruined vacations 
for some, as it lingered in the 
Gulf for several days before 
washing ashore. 


Along the Panhandle, some 
people were using boats to 
get back into their homes to 
remove valuables. Wakulla 
County Commission chair¬ 
man Alan Brock said residents 
can’t remember flooding ever 
being this bad. 

“It’s not just people on the 
river, it’s neighbourhoods, 
it’s places that have never 
been flooded,” Brock said. 
“It’s pretty heartbreaking. It’s 
people who have built on hills 
and never expected water and 
because of that don’t have 
flood insurance and now their

homes are destroyed.” 

Many in Debby’s path were 
still recovering. Water was up 
to the roofs at some homes in 
low-l 3 dng areas of Live Oak.

For days, vacationers wore 
ponchos instead of swimsuits 
during the peak of the sum¬ 
mer season. Disney World 
wasn’t as crowded as usual 
Tuesday, and one of its water 
parks closed because of the 
soggy, windy weather. 

A woman was killed in a 
tornado spun off from the 
storm Sunday, and a man dis¬ 
appeared in the rough surf 
over the weekend in Alabama.

No one from Ablonczy’s 
office was immediately 
available for comment on 
Tepper’s remarks, who 
agreed to be interviewed 
for the first time since his 
release. 

Tepper was arrested in 
Lebanon on March 23, 2011, 
when he travelled to the 
Middle East on an agricul¬ 
tural trade mission.

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Taliban video 
claims to show 
soldiers* heads 


Cross-border raid. 

Taliban's bloody 
insurgency on Sunday 
shows group still poses 
a real security threat, 
analysts say 


The Taliban released a video 
Wednesday that they say 
shows the heads of 17 Pak¬ 
istani soldiers captured in a 
cross-border raid from Afghan¬ 
istan this week and beheaded. 

In violence Wednesday, a 
bomb in a railway station in 
Pakistan’s southwest killed at 
least five people, police said, 
and the leader of an anti-Tali¬ 
ban mihtia was killed in Pe¬ 
shawar in the northwest. 

The Pakistani Taliban’s 
bloody cross-border raid Sun¬ 
day night showed the threat 
still posed by the group, de¬ 
spite multiple army offen¬ 
sives. Increasingly, the mil¬ 
itants have used sanctuaries 
in eastern Afghanistan to at¬ 
tack border areas in Pakistan’s 
northwest. 

Pakistan has criticized 
NATO and Afghan forces for 
not doing enough to stop the 
attacks, but it has received 
little S 3 mipathy. The Afghan 
government and its alhes 
have long faulted Pakistan for 
failing to target Afghan Tali¬ 
ban militants and their allies 
who use Pakistani territory to 
launch attacks in Afghanistan. 

The Pakistani and Afghan 
Taliban are allies, but the for¬ 


mer has focused on fighting 
the Pakistani government, 
while the latter has concen¬ 
trated on attacking foreign 
and local forces in Afghan¬ 
istan. 

The Pakistani Taliban said 
in the video that they killed 
18 soldiers, but 17 heads were 
displayed on a bloody white 
sheet on the ground outside. 
Several militants whose faces 
were covered were standing 
around the heads, holding 
weapons they said were cap¬ 
tured from the soldiers. 

The Associated Press ob¬ 
tained the video by email 
Wednesday from Pakistani 
Taliban spokesman Ahsanul- 
lah Ahsan. 

The beginning of the video 
contains a voice recording by 
Pakistani Taliban chief Ha- 
Idmullah Mehsud in which 
he says the militants will con¬ 
tinue to battle the army until 
Pakistan’s government stops 
supporting the U.S. and enfor¬ 
ces Islamic law throughout the 
country. It was unclear when 
the message was recorded. 

The railway station 
bombed Wednesday was locat¬ 
ed in Sibbi city in Baluchistan 
province, said police official 
Qasim Salachi. 

In addition to the five 
killed, 20 others were wound¬ 
ed, he said. The bomb went off 
just after a train had pulled 
into the station, and passen¬ 
gers were bu 3 dng drinks and 
food. 

No group has claimed re- 
sponsibihty for the attack.

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California city files for bankruptcy

A California city will be the 
largest in the U.S. to seek 
federal bankruptcy protec¬ 
tion, a financial step of last 
resort that has reached its 
highest level among local 
governments in nearly two 
decades as the national 
economy continues to strug¬ 
gle. 

Thirteen cities, counties 
and other government enti¬ 
ties filed for bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection last year. Stockton, a 
city of 290,000, is the sev¬ 
enth U.S. municipality to 
file this year. 

“Filing bankruptcy is 
time-consuming, expen¬ 
sive and complicated,” said 
James Spiotto, a Chicago 
bankruptcy attorney who 
tracks municipal bankrupt¬ 
cies. “And you never get the 
results you desire.” 


Since Congress added 
Chapter 9 to the bankruptcy 
code in 1937 to allow muni¬ 
cipalities to seek protection, 
some 640 government enti¬ 
ties have filed. Last year’s 13 
filings were the most since 
an equal number were filed 
in 1994. 

By comparison, roughly 
1.5-million Americans file 
for personal bankruptcy 
a year, while some 50,000 
companies file for business 
bankruptcy. 

Stockton City Manager 
Bob Deis said Tuesday that 
officials were left with little 
choice but to recommend 
bankruptcy after failing to 
reach finance agreements 
with creditors to address the 
city’s $26-million US budget 
shortfall.

Four dead after 
boat capsizes in 
Indian Ocean 

Four people are believed to 
have died and 130 others 
were rescued after a crowd¬ 
ed boat cariying asylum 
seekers to Australia cap¬ 
sized and sank Wednesday, 
less than a week after more 
than 90 people drowned on 
a similar journey. 

The incident, which 
occurred midway between 
Australia’s Christmas Island 
and the main Indonesian 
island of Java, has renewed 
Australian government ef¬ 
forts to deter a growing 


stream of boat arrivals by 
legislating to deport them 
to other Southeast Asian or 
Pacific countries. 

An air and sea search for 
survivors ended late Wed¬ 
nesday when the Australian 
Maritime Safety Authority 
determined that no one 
beyond the 130 rescued 
had survived the sinking 
of the wooden Indonesian 
fishing boat. Only one body 
had been recovered. 

“Based on information 
from the survivors, includ¬ 
ing crew members, it is 
now believed that there 
were 134 people on board 
and that three people went 
down with the vessel,” the 
authority said in a state¬ 
ment.

But no matter one’s native 
tongue, Capt. Richard Gravel, 
commanding officer at Fleet 
Maintenance Facility Cape 
Scott, said everyone under¬ 
stands the camaraderie of a 
good, friendly game of soccer. 

“It’s a great way to make 
friends. Even if you don’t talk 
to each other, sport is the 
great equalizer,” Gravel said, 
while watching the action 
from the stadium sidelines 
on the Saint Mary’s Univer¬ 
sity campus. 

“You shake the guy’s hand 
and pick him up if you knock 
him down. Sport is a great 


way to get together and have 
some friendly competition.” 

Members of the Ganadian 
navy and a few representa¬ 
tives from the army and air 
force played crew members 
of the Zheng He, a Ghinese 
ship docked in Halifax this 
week, as part of the Ghinese 
navy’s first visit to the city.

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Monsoon rains prove deadly in Bangladesh 


Death toll 91. Landslides 
bury flimsy huts with 
families asleep inside 


Landslides and floods caused 
by heavy monsoon rains killed 
at least 91 people in southern 
Bangladesh and many more 
were missing, the government 
said Wednesday 

Officials said the landslides 
occurred mainly in remote vil¬ 
lages with poor roads, making 
rescue work more difiicult. 

At least 37 died in Cox’s 
Bazar, 33 in neighbouring 
Bandarban and ano&er 21 in 
Chittagong, mostly in a series 
of landslides, the Disaster Man¬ 
agement Ministiy said. It also 


said soldiers were joining the 
search for the missing. 

Three days of torrential rain 
in the region of small hills and 
forests dislodged huge chunks 
of earth, which buried flimsy 
huts where families were sleep¬ 
ing late Tuesday and early Wed¬ 
nesday. Many homeless people 
live at the foot of the hills or 
close to them despite warnings 
from authorities. 

Many of the dead were 
women and children, ofiicials 
said. In Bandarban an 11-year- 
old boy was the only member 
of his family to survive because 
he was away when mud buried 
his hut. His parents and three 
siblings perished. 

“I could survive because I 
was visiting a relative,” said the 
boy, Rafiqul Islam. “The rain

Monsoon floods are com¬ 
mon in Bangladesh, a delta na¬ 
tion of 160-niiIlion people. 

Volimteers using loud¬ 
speakers warned people about 
the danger of landslides dur¬ 
ing the rains, said Jaynul Bari, 
a government administrator in 
Cox’s Bazar. The floods inundat¬ 
ed dozens of villages and were 
disrupting communications in 
the region. 



Flood waters covered many 
roads and washed away a rail¬ 
way bridge, snapping road and 
rail links between Dhaka and 
the three districts. An airport 
in Chittagong was closed after 
floodwaters swamped its run¬ 
way, but reopened Wednesday 
after the rains stopped, ofiicials 
said. The government said re¬ 
lief workers were distributing 
rice and water to hundreds of 
displaced people.

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Banned pedophile 
group may appeal 
for right to exist 


Netherlands. Group is 
calling the move to ban

A Dutch court outlawed a 
pedophile association Wednes¬ 
day, sa37ing its promotion of 
sexual contact between adults 
and children breaches the 
country’s generally accepted 
moral values. 

The civil court in Assen or¬ 
dered the association, Martijn, 
to immediately be dissolved. 

The court said in a statement 
that Martijn is a threat to pub¬ 
lic order because it “glorifies 
sexual contact (between adults 
and children) and presents it as 
something that should be nor¬ 
mal and acceptable.” 

Its chairman, Marthijn Uit- 
tenbogaard, called the decision 
“an attack on the freedom of 
expression.” 

“We are not happy and we 
are considering whether to ap¬ 
peal,” he said in a telephone 
interview 

The organizahon says on its 
website it was established in

• Martijn also made 
headlines in 2007 when 
a member posted on the 
group's website photos 
of the then three-year- 
old Princess Amalia, 
daughter of the heir to 
the Dutch throne. 


• The royal house went to 
court and won an injunc¬ 
tion barring Martijn from 
publishing such photos 
on its site, and Crown 
Prince Willem-Alexander 
harshly criticized the 
group for using the 
pictures. 


1982 in the tradihonally toler¬ 
ant Netherlands as a “platform 
for discussion of pedophiha.” It 
was largely ignored for years, 
but has been under attack 
more recently from lawmakers 
and prosecutors who wanted 
it banned. Such groups are al¬ 
most unknown elsewhere in 
Europe, despite many coun¬ 
tries’ history of safeguarding 
freedom of expression. 


Marhjn’s former chairman. 
Ad van den Berg, was convicted 
last year of child-pom posses¬ 
sion and sentenced to three 
years in prison. Van den Berg 
claimed the images and films 
were for scientific research. 

The group said in a state¬ 
ment last month that the 
court should not honour the 
pubhc prosecutor’s request for 
a ban, saying it had never com¬ 
mitted a crime. “It is naive to 
think that banning Marhjn wiU 
make pedophiles disappear,” 
the group, which claimed to 
have 60 Dutch members, said. 

Prosecutors who sought 
the ban said they were sahs- 
fied with the court’s decision, 
adding that it helps the Neth¬ 
erlands meet its intemahonal 
commitments to protect chil¬ 
dren from sexual predators. 

Members of Marhjn also 
were involved in a 2006 move 
to create a polihcal group 
called the Party for Brotherly 
Love, Freedom and Diversity to 
take part in nahonal elechons 
with a platform that included 
lowering the age of sexual con¬ 
sent to 12 and legalizing child 
pornography

Blair. Ex-U.K. prime 
minister would Tove’ 
to lead country again 


Tony Elair said Wednesday that 
he would welcome a chance to 
return as Eritain’s prime minis¬ 
ter, but acknowledged a come¬ 
back is extremely unlikely. 

In an interview to mark the 
fifth anniversary of his depar¬ 
ture from office, the 59-year- 
old suggested he believed the 
Labour Party that he led for 13 
years could return to power — 
and urged his successor not to 
abandon the political centre 
ground. 

Elair, who became Labour 
leader in 1994 and prime min¬ 
ister in 1997, resigned in June 
2007. He was hurried out of 
power by supporters of his 


restive Treasury chief Gordon 
Erown, who had long desired 
to lead the coimtiy but lasted 
less than three years once he 
captured the post. 

Asked if he would welcome 
a return as prime minister, 
Elair was quoted by London’s 
Evening Standard as saying: 
“Yes, sure, but it’s not likely to 
happen, is it?” 

The Labour Party was ousted 
from ofiice in May 2010, when 
no party won an overall major¬ 
ity in a national election—lead¬ 
ing the once-rival Gonservative 
Party and Liberal Democrats 
to form an imlikely coalition.

Government-owned 
passenger-rail service 
announces its plan to 
axe 200 unionized jobs 


Via Rail expects to cut 200 
unionized jobs, or about nine 
per cent of its workforce, as the 
government-owned passenger- 
rail service reduces trips on 
lines across the country. 

No routes are being elim¬ 
inated, and some in the busy 
Montreal-Toronto corridor will 
be increased. But by the end of 
October, routes in most other 
areas will see less-frequent ser¬ 
vice. 

“We are aligning our servi¬ 
ces with customer needs and 
consolidating our resources 
where there is a demand,” VIA 
president and CEO Marc La- 
liberte said Wednesday. 

Trip frequencies are being 


cut on some of big routes, in¬ 
cluding the Montreal-to-Halifax 
line — “the Ocean” — which 
will be cut to three from six 
round trips a week. 

In the West, “the Canadian” 
— Via’s only Toronto-to-Van- 
couver route — will be reduced 
to two from three round trips a 
week in the off-season (October 
to April). Service during peak 
season will remain at three 
trips weekly. 

There will also be reduc¬ 
tions in southwestern Ontario, 
where GO Transit and other 
services are available to com¬ 
muters. London, Aldershot, 
Kitchener, Niagara Falls, and 
other cities will see reduced Via 
service. 

The cuts come after the 
federal government’s March 
budget, which cut $41 million 
in subsidies to Via over three 
years, but the company insists 
the trip reductions and job loss¬ 
es are driven by weak off-season 
demand, the Canadian press

Public service. Tories issue

Apple co-founder Steve 
Wozniak says the U.S. pir¬ 
acy case against Kim Dot¬ 
com is “hokey” and a threat 
to Internet innovation. 

Dotcom, the flamboyant 
founder of file-sharing site 
Megaupload, is accused by 
federal authorities of facili¬ 
tating Internet piracy on a 
massive scale. 

Charged with racketeer¬ 
ing and money laundering, 
he’s fighting U.S. attempts 
to extradite him from New 
Zealand. 

Wozniak said he was 
visiting New Zealand last 
month to give a speech 
when he learned Dotcom 
couldn’t come to see him 
because he was under house 
arrest. 


So Wozniak said he vis¬ 
ited Dotcom and the two 
have kept in touch by email 
since. 

“It’s just kind of ridicu¬ 
lous what they did to his 
life,” Wozniak said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. “An awful 
lot of Kiwis support him. 
The U.S. government is on 
thin ground.” 

Wozniak said plenty of 
people used Megaupload for 
legitimate purposes before 
federal authorities shut it 
down in January and filed 
criminal charges against 
seven of its officers, includ¬ 
ing Dotcom. 

In a dramatic raid the 
same month. New Zea¬ 
land police swooped down 
in helicopters onto the 


grounds of Dotcom’s man¬ 
sion and cut their way into 
a safe room where they 
found him hiding. 

He was jailed for a month 
before a judge decided he 
could be monitored from 
his home. 

U.S. authorities allege in 
their indictment that Dot¬ 
com and Megaupload delib¬ 
erately thwarted attempts 
to remove pirated material 
from the site by removing 
individual links but not the 
pirated content. 

Prosecutors claim the 
“mega-conspiracy” netted 
Dotcom and others $175 
million US in illicit advertis¬ 
ing revenue and download 
fees.

Aaron Sorkin’s The Newsroom, 
tohn Maleroiie Thafs not to Say they 

metronews.ca/hesays enjoy the new TV show. The 

critical consensus according to 
Metacritic is “generally causing 
critics to throw up in their mouths a little.” 

But journalists love the chance it gives us to gaze at our 
navels. In this case, we media types love to tut-tut when 
something happens on a fictional news show that wouldn’t 
happen in real life. 

Sure, we can watch an Indiana Jones movie and never 
think, “An archeologist probably wouldn’t use a 5,000-year- 
old religious artifact as a snowboard, even if he was being 
chased by a Panzer tank.” 

But if we’re watching a television show about news, 
suddenly we demand TV be a perfect reflection of reality. 
“He’s having a beer at lunch!” We crow, “He’ll be sleepy all 
afternoon! And he’s figuring out the tip without his phone! 
So he can do math?! V^ile you’re at it, why don’t you give 
him X-ray vision?” 

We’re a bit defensive, because we’re misunderstood. 

About 10 per cent of the population thinks we’re noble 
crusaders against t 3 n’anny and injustice, an expectation that 
only a scant few live up to. And about 90 per cent of the 
population thinks we’re pond scum. 

With that in mind, here are some myths and realities 
about journalists I keep stored in my navel. Let’s clear a few 
things up. 

MYTH: Given The Newsroom is a Sorkin production, you 
can bet the characters will constantly be walking and talk¬ 
ing.

• I think the reading experi¬ 
ence itself, the idea of sit¬ 
ting down, whether it's in 
a book or on an electronic 
device, and engaging 
yourself in a narrative, that 
will never change. Story¬ 
telling will never go out 
of style. Neither will the 
human desire to travel in 
our imaginations through 
good books. It doesn't 
matter whether it's on 
a device or in a booklet. 

I believe we will reach, 
probably in the not-too- 
distant future, a decision 
that it doesn't make 
much sense anymore to 
tear down trees to make 
books.

Experimentation. 

Two guys take a music 
concept and bring it to 
the literary world

We’ve all heard of mashup 
artists who take clips of 
popular songs and put them 
together to create a new 
composition. We’ve seen vid¬ 
eos from YouTube users who 
take clips from other videos 
and make a new project out 
of them. Now, two men from 
Germany have attempted 
to string together YouTube 
user comments and create 
Amazon Kindle eBooks out of 
them. 

“The mashup/remix is 
the main cultural concept of 
our times,” Ghost Writers co¬ 
creator Luc Gross told Metro 
World News by email. 

“(It) always has been. With 
the universal media — the 
metamedium computer — 
this only becomes more ob¬ 
vious.” 

But, digital publisher 
Gross — who is also known 


as “Traumawein” — and Ber¬ 
lin-based programmer and 
media artist Bernhard Bauch 
haven’t just made mashup 
books: They’ve created a 
product composed of user¬ 
generated content that is in¬ 
tended to be sold directly to 
the user. 

Due to the Ghost Writers 
project, thousands of ebook 
miniseries composed from 
user comments flooded the 
Amazon Kindle database, 
with titles like “A lot was 
been hard and Weird song 
you cute.” The project was 
intended to raise authorship 
questions about who rightful¬ 
ly owns YouTube comments 
and videos and inspire other 
ideas that are conducive to 
the ebook format. 

Gross explained that 
Bauch created a “comment 
suckers” program that pulled 
user comments from the You¬ 
Tube videos. The themes of 
the books were drawn from 
the different Amazon Kindle 
categories, and then turned 
into dramas by a “book com¬ 
piler” program. 

The first thousand books 
they released were about kit¬ 
tens. The last hundred books 
included topics such as dis¬ 
cussions about violence and 


children who blamed their 
parents on Facebook. 

While the stories might 
not have been completely 
grammatically correct, the 
hots were able to put the com¬ 
ments together in a way that 
created a cohesive story — a 
wacky, nonsensical narrative 
but a story nonetheless. 

“To us all of those dramas 
make sense,” Gross said. “Be¬ 
sides the stories, they all hold 
a certain beauty of poetry. It’s 
a YouTube slang on its very 
own.” 

Gross’ favourite title was 
“Sparta My Have.” “Though 
the more you hear a title, the 
more it becomes a classic,” he 
said. 

Then Kindle hots placed 
them for sale on Amazon’s 
ebook database, a service that 
the artists frequently bought 
their digital publications from. 
The creators decided to release 
a large quantity of books be¬ 
cause they felt it would “gener¬ 
ate much more impact” &an a 
few selected titles. 

Unfortunately, Amazon Kin¬ 
dle pulled all the books because 
they “could lead to a poor cus¬ 
tomer experience.” However, 
the creators intend to release 
a Twitter stream with all the 
texts starting Jime 26.

Baltimore-based rapper Rye

years for her debut album to 
be released. 

She kept busy though, per¬ 
forming with M.I.A. and The 
Neptunes, and recording the 
theme to 21 Jump Street. 

Still baby-voiced and now 
even brassier-mouthed.

I kind of wanted to try 
it, so 1 was like, “I’ll call his 
phone...” And 1 was hoping 
that he didn’t answer so that 
it would go to the answering 
machine. Because if he would 


have answered, 1 probably 
would have hung up. 1 don’t 
think 1 would have done it. 

So what happened next? 

1 went to the club later on 
that night, and 1 ran into 
him. And he was hke, “I 
really liked the first verse to 


your song, can you spit it for 
us right here?” And 1 was hke, 
“No way! I’m hot. I’m sweaty, 
I just got done dancing...” I 
was basically just being shy, 
and I left... But eventually we 
started working in the studio 
together. 

In your recordings with 
Robyn and two really 

strong female performers, 
you never outshine or over¬ 
power each other. What was 
it like working with them? 

It was cool working with 
M.I.A., because she’s very 
humble and we can relate. 
We both weren’t afraid to be 
different artists and to be our¬ 
selves. She had a real spirit. I 
looked at her as a homegirl, 
hke someone that I’ve been 
friends with for a long time 
— that’s the vibe she gave 
me; she was really down to 
earth. On the other hand, 
with Rob 3 m, when we record¬ 
ed a track we didn’t record in 
the studio together. But I met 
her after ... she had so much 
good advice, and she was very 
sweet. 

Who would you like to work 
with in the future? 

I would love to work with 
Missy Elliott.

The Star Wars room 
every Jedi wishes he had 



Think you want this look for your own place? Better set aside some serious 
dough, as it can cost anywhere from $250,000 to $1 million, and that’s not 
including the audio/visual components. 



The intense passion that runs through Star Wars fans across the globe all 
started with these three films. 


It’s every little potential Sith 
Lord’s (or lady’s) dream to have 
their own Death Star to call 
home. And, if they are very 
lucky, sometimes they can 
make their dreams a reality. 

Mike Dillon from Dillon 
Works and Eric Ward from De¬ 
finitive Audio coimt themselves 
as some of the few to have ever 
constructed such a project. 

Back in 2001, they were 
commissioned to build a Death 
Star home theater, featuring 
the himdreds of Star Wars 
memorabiha pieces the client 
had collected over the years 
— and this month, it became 
a sensation online, when a 
slideshow went viral on sites 
like Buzzfeed. 

The plans had been drawn 
up by Doug Chiang, the design 
director for Lucasfilm on Star 
Wars Episode I; The Phantom 
Menace and Star Wars Episode 
2: Attack of the Clones. All the 
teams had to do was make it 
reahty. Dillon Works was in 
charge of the design and instal¬ 
lation of the piece. Owner Dil¬ 
lon said his crew watched the 
films over and over again for 
inspiration, but it helped that 
some of the crew were Star 
Wars fanatics themselves. Plus, 
the client had specific instruc¬ 
tions for their dream theater. 

“One important aspect was 
that the client didn’t want 
the automatic doors to make 
a ‘whooshing’ soimd because 
that happens in Star Trek — 
not Star Wars,” Dillon told Met¬ 
ro World News by email. 

A Carbonite replica of Han

Solo is placed on one of the 
walls and posters of all the Star 
Wars films greet moviegoers. 
Dillion’s team even gave the 
walkways more depth to make 
it more realistic. 

“In the lobby we made walk¬ 
ways that were raised off of the 
floor,” he explained. 

“On the floor and ceiling 
along the sides we installed 
mirrors. The result is the illu¬ 
sion that the walls seem to go 
on further giving, the impres¬ 
sion like it would look on the 
Death Star.” 

While they wouldn’t dis¬ 
close the price, Dillon Works 
said that it wouldn’t be imusual 
for a project of this magnitude 
to run between $250,000 and 
$1 million, not including the 
audio/visual components. 

To make sure the theater 
had the perfect equipment. 
Ward — Definitive Audio’s dir¬ 
ector of business development 
— and his group installed top- 
notch technology. They peri¬ 
odically return to the home to 
upgrade the equipment — for 
example, they recently in¬ 
stalled a Blu-ray player — but 
the initial work remains the 
same. All together, he esti¬ 
mated that the equipment cost 
$1 milhon dollars, including 


$165,000 each for the front left 
and right speakers. 

“It’s crazy,” he said. “Even 
the theaters are catching on, 
but it has way better soimd 
systems, digital equipment and 
digital projectors than what’s 
out there.” 

Ward is used to doing things 
like hiding speakers behind 
panels, so they did some neat 


tricks like creating a projector 
lift into the ceiling in a separ¬ 
ate projection room to hide the 
equipment. 

But, the chent decided they 
liked the exposed speaker look 
for the theater. The challenge 
came with trying to fit every¬ 
thing in the room, especially 
because the walls curved. 

Ward is confident that the 
speakers have stood the test 
of time and soimd better than 
most theaters, calling the view¬ 
ing experience in the room 
“phenomenal.” 

“The client liked the equip¬ 
ment,” Ward said. “So, we had 
to make it look good. Then we 
had to make it sound good.”

The Japanese concept of ‘borrowed landscape’ 
lets you expand your yard's horizons — for free 


If your garden or yard is feel¬ 
ing too small, expand your 
horizons without buying 
another square inch of prop¬ 
erty or doing much work. 
Just borrow some landscape. 

“Borrowed landscape” is 
a technique frequently used 
in designing Japanese gar¬ 
dens, where it is called shak- 


kei, but it can be employed 
in any garden style. The idea 
is to incorporate distant ele¬ 
ments of the surrounding 
landscape into your own, 
creating the feeling of great¬ 
er space. 

You could reap a feeling 
of infinite space if that dis¬ 
tant element is a mountain 


or ocean that stretches all 
the way to the horizon. Or 
you could just borrow a bit 
of scenery from your neigh¬ 
bour’s yard — an attract¬ 
ive clump of birch or larch 
trees, a grape arbour or a 
pergola dripping with wis¬ 
teria blooms, for example.

Begin your borrowing 

First, look around to see what you’d like to borrow. Ideally, 
this should be done before you plan or plant an 3 d:hing, 
even before you’ve moved any dirt or stones around in 
your own garden. But it’s usually not difficult to borrow 
landscape even into an existing garden. 

No need to borrow a whole scene. A view of a lumber¬ 
ing meadow that breaks into a range of mountains might 
create too expansive a feeling if on view from eveiywhere 
in your garden. Part of the art in gardening is balancing a 
sense of coziness and enclosure, which gives us the word 
“garden” (from the same root as the words guard, yard and 
girth), with a feeling for the infinite, for limitless horizons. 

A window of some expansive scene — through an 
opening in a fence or hedge, for example — might make 
such a view all the more precious. As for your neighbour’s 
pergola clothed in wisteria: You might not want to also see 
the red sports car he always parks nearby.

Green-ify your indoor space 


On the indoor gardening 
stage, plants such as peace 
lily, Boston fern and sansevi- 
eria are veterans, tried-and- 
true performers that require 
little fussing over. 

But there are scene chan¬ 
ges afoot; new plants and 
ideas are making indoor gar¬ 
dening a more exciting show. 

So what’s on the playbill? 

Quirky succulents, spring 


bulbs, small trees, even out¬ 
door plants, such as blue fes¬ 
cue grass, begonias, flower¬ 
ing maple and lobelia — all 
are suggestions from Tovah 
Martin, a horticulturist in 
Roxbury, Conn., and author 
of the new The Unexpected 
Houseplant (Timber Press). 

“Not everything trans¬ 
lates, but some plants make 
the leap indoors without a 


whimper,” Martin says. She 
also suggests fragrant plants 
like lavender, Constantinople 
narcissus and night-bloom¬ 
ing jasmine. 

There are some eye¬ 
popping new offerings on 
the market for indoor gar¬ 
dens, agrees Doug Jimerson, 
garden editorial director 
for Better Homes & Gardens 
magazine. 


“Some of the most excit¬ 
ing things are new colour 
forms of classic varieties 
like Chinese evergreens, im¬ 
ported from Thailand, that 
have boldly patterned red, 
cream and green leaves,” he 
says. “For years, they were 
only available with green or 
mottled leaves.” 

Creative indoor garden¬ 
ers also can make interesting 
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Bring focus on what you want to borrow 

Once you’ve decided which surrounding scenery you might like 
to borrow, bring it on home to your garden. This might entail 
nothing more than planting or building something to obstruct 
part of a view, thus lending focus to what remains. Or it might 
require removing some obstruction, such as a pine tree in tiie 
wrong place or a fence that’s too tall. 

Most borrowed scenery represents just a shce of what is out 
there, so bringing it home might just mean selectively trim¬ 
ming that pine tree or making just a hole in the fence. A cut in 
the fence in itself contributes to the look of the garden. Popular 
in both oriental and occidental gardens are fences or walls with 
“moon windows,” circular openings that allow a chosen view. 

By screening out much of the landscape beyond, a small 
opening begs viewing of it; a relatively narrow rectangular 
opening in a fence or wall can bring attention to a distant view. 
A pair of prominent evergreens and a nonfunctional gate could 
provide a psychological entryway into your borrowed landscape. 


Mimic to bring to outside in 

Another way to borrow landscape is to echo elements 
in the distant landscape with similar elements in your 
garden. 

A grouping of rocks in your space might show kinship 
with a similarly shaped distant mountain. A small but 
upright tree might form a connection to stately, spired 
conifers in the distance. A trickle of water — even rounded 
stones representing a diy streambed — might form a vis¬ 
ual association with a majestic waterway far away. 

In most cases, borrowing a landscape entails less 
muscle than creating one.

Selecting materials 
There are many differ¬ 
ent decking materials to 
choose from and it’s a good 
idea to evaluate the vari¬ 
ous options before getting 
started. 

Pressure-treated wood is 
probably the most popular 
as there is a wide variety of 
colour and grain options. 
With this product you 
can refinish scratches and 
stains yourself, although it 
is prone to weathering and 
splitting. 

An alternative is alum¬ 
inum decking which can 
last for decades as it is 
strong, rust-proof and 
watertight and can also al¬ 
low for waterproof storage 
underneath.

Firing up the BBQ. Celebrity chef Rob Rainford 
provides tips to make barbecue season a success

There’s nothing like a back¬ 
yard barbecue to bring friends 
and family together, says Can¬ 
adian chef and grill expert 
Rob Rainford. 

Rainford, who teaches at 
George Brown College and is 
the chef at Gossip restaurant 
in Toronto, says when he is 
entertaining he will often 
cook a chicken or a tender¬ 
loin — “so Tm not completely 
straddled to the barbecue, and 
I can spend time with guests, 
too.” But he is happy cooking 
a steak or burger to order as 
well. 

Here is how to grill the 
Rainford way; 

• Keep one part of the grill hot 
and the other at a lower tem¬ 
perature. “Then, depending 
on the cut of meat, you can 
sear it on both sides on the 
hot side, then finish the cook¬ 
ing process more gently on 
the cooler side of the grill.” 

• Always bring meat to room 
temperature before you grill 


to ensure even cooking. 

• To keep meat or fish from 
sticking to the grill, wipe the 
cooking grates with vegetable 
oil before putting food onto 
them. Also, and this is most 
important, maintain a high 
temperature and leave the 
meat alone for the first 30 to 
45 seconds. 

• Use a water spray bottle 
to extinguish flare-ups from 
dripping juices from the 
meat. But it may also be bet¬ 
ter to move the meat to the 
lower heat side of the grill 
and finish cooking it that 
way. 

• Watch the food you are 
grilling at all times. If you 
are slow grilling — the barbe¬ 
cue is at 100 C (220 F) — you 
can walk away but be sure to 
check it every half-hour. 

• Let meat rest (even burgers) 
for about 10 minutes under 
tented foil before serving. 

FLAVOUR TIPS 

• Grilled Greens: “I always 
add a grilled element to sal¬ 
ads to add that barbecue 
flavour,” says Rainford. For 


example, he will take scal¬ 
lions or leeks and grill them 
quickly and put them into a 
tossed green salad. 

• Smoke It: Gonsider using 
wood chips in your barbecue 
and adding a smoky flavour. 
There are different kinds 
depending on what you are 
grilling. Flavourful woods 
such as hickory and mes¬ 


quite go well with ribs while 
sweeter woods such as apple 
or cherry are recommended 
for tuna or chicken. 

• Add Some Heat: Rainford, 
who has Jamaican parents, 
says you can jazz up any re¬ 
cipe by adding a tablespoon 
of Jerk sauce to the barbecue 
sauce you use (he includes re¬ 
cipes in his cookbook). 


Recipe. Rob Rainford’s 
Fired-Up Chicken Wings 


Ingredients 


• >2 cup (125 ml) canola oil 

• % cup (60 ml) Jerk Marinade 
(see Rainford's Staple Recipes in 
his book) 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) chili powder 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) onion powder 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) garlic powder 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) smoked paprika 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) freshly ground 
black pepper 

• 1 jalapeno chili (for less heat, 
seed the chili) 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) kosher salt 

• 'A tsp (2 ml) ground ginger 

• 2 lbs (1 kg) chicken wings 


I Gombine the canola oil, 
jerk marinade, chib pow¬ 
der, onion powder, garlic pow¬ 
der, smoked paprika, black 
pepper, jalapeno, salt and 
ground ginger in a large bowl. 

2 Add the chicken wings 
and toss to coat evenly. 
Refrigerate for at least 2 hours 
or up to 24 hours. 

Fire up your charcoal. You 
5 need a medium-high grill¬ 
ing temp of around 350 F (180 
G). Prep the grill for cooking 
over direct heat. If using a gas 
barbecue, preheat one side 
to medium-high and turn the 
other burner off so you can 
finish grilling the wings on 



the cooler side of the grill if 
they start to char. 

4 Remove the wings from 
the marinade, shaking off 
the excess. Pat the wings diy 
with paper towels. 

5 Grill the wings, turning 
often, for 20 to 30 minutes 
or until golden and the juices 
run clear. (If using a kamado- 
style grill, the wings need to 
be turned just once, halfway 
through cooking.)Makes two 
main-course servings; 10 ap¬ 
petizer-size servings.

As we revel in the sun this 
summer, don’t forget to shield 
your skin from those dazzling 
yet dangerous rays. 

“I think bikinis are very 
nice but the reality is that 
having the sun exposed to 
your mid-section area when 
it’s not covered by a shirt is 
unnecessary in this day and 
age,” says Marni C. Wiseman, 
a Winnipeg dermatologist 
and spokesperson for the Can¬ 


adian Dermatology Associa¬ 
tion. “I tell my patients there 
is no such thing as a safe tan.” 

Covering up is critical and 
don’t neglect areas that are 
tricky to conceal. Wear wide- 
brimmed hats that cover the 
back of your neck, your ears 
and nose. Though stripping 
down during hot weather is 
only natural, Wiseman rec¬ 
ommends against bearing 
your skin if it’s sun exposed. 
Instead, she suggests people 
wear sun protective clothing 
that blocks harmful ultra¬ 
violet hght. If that’s not pos¬ 


sible try covering up with cot¬ 
ton fabrics. 

Backyard barbecues, pool 
parties and strolls along the 
beach might be rites of sum¬ 
mertime, but make a beeline 
for the shade when taking 
part in them, advises Wise¬ 
man. Take cover under trees, 
umbrellas and awnings when 
you are outdoors. 

Limit your sun exposure by 
exercising or gardening before 
11 a.m. or after 4 p.m. Try to 
keep kids out of the sun from 
noon to 2 p.m., when the sun 
is at its strongest. Teach them 
the shadow test for sun safety. 
If your shadow is shorter than 
you, it’s time to use maximum 
sun protection because the 
sun is directly overhead and 


its rays are powerful. 

Lather on sunscreen that 
contains a minimum SPF (sun 
protection factor) of 30. And 
don’t forget to apply it to all 
exposed areas including oft- 
forgotten spots such as the 
back of the neck, ears and 
nose. 

While it’s important to 
reapply your sunscreen after 
sweating or swimming, re¬ 
member to reapply it two or 
three hours after the initial 
apphcation, even if you are 
just hanging out. 

“People often don’t put 
enough on,” Wiseman says. 

“Put it on generously and 
rub it in. People should be 
bu 5 dng multiple bottles of SPF 
over the summer.” 


Because not all sunscreens 
are made equally, she recom¬ 
mends bu 5 dng those that are 
approved by the Canadian 
Dermatology Association. 
Look for products that have 
the CDA logo on them. For 
more information on the list 
of “recognized products,” visit 


the CDA’s website at derma- 
tology.ca. 

“Sunscreen is not a licence 
for people to go out in sun 
with impunity,” Wiseman 
says. “As a dermatologist, I see 
heartbreak every day in my 
clinic due to skin cancers and 
a lot of it is avoidable.”

The No. 21-seeded Raonic 
fired 20 aces, converted 93 
per cent of his serves and 
had three service breaks 
while holding his serve

serve in different pat¬ 
terns. I’m returning 
well, that will be the 
key in this match." 

Milos Raonic is confident heading into his

throughout. Raonic had 44 
winners and made just eight 
unforced errors. 

Raonic was playing at 
the All-England Club for the 
first time since slipping and 
hurting his hip in a second- 


round match against Gilles 
Muller at last year’s tour¬ 
nament.

Steven Jyles wants to set the 
record straight. He might be 
the Edmonton Eskimos new 
starting quarterback, but he’s 
not Ricky Ray. 

Ray spent nine productive 
seasons with the Eskimos, 
leading them to two Grey Cup 
titles, before being dispatched 
to the Toronto Argonauts in 
December. Jyles came to Ed¬

Jessica Zelinka may be Can¬ 
ada’s busiest track-and-field 
athlete in London. 

The Canadian record- 
holder in the heptathlon 
has posted a couple of 
world-class times in the 
100-metre hurdles this sea¬ 
son as well, and her coach 
Les Gramantik says Zelinka 
hasn’t ruled out racing in 
both events at the London 
Games. 

The 30-year-old from 
London, Ont., sprinted to 
a speedy 12.76 seconds in 
the hurdles on Day 1 of the 
heptathlon at the Canadian 
Olympic track and field 
trials Wednesday in Calgary, 
matching the time she ran 
last month in winning the 
Harry Jerome Classic in 
Burnaby, B.C. 

“Right now honestly it 
has to be a very interesting 
decision to do a hurdles race 
in London as well as hept¬ 
athlon,” Gramantik said. 

The only Canadian quick¬ 
er this season is Ol 3 mipic 
bronze medallist Priscilla 
Lopes-Schliep, whose 12.64 
is currently fifth-fastest in 
the world. 

Zelinka scored 3982 
points to lead the heptath¬ 
lon after Day 1 — topping 
her first-day score at the 
Beijing Olympics, where she 
finished fifth in a national- 
record performance. 

Mohammed Ahmed of St. 
Catharines, Ont., officially 
punched his ticket to Lon¬ 
don, winning the 10,000 
metres to wrap up the open¬ 
ing day of racing. 

“It’s pretty much the 
Super Bowl of track and 
field, the Olympics, so to go 
to that is a big deal and I’m 
very excited,” Ahmed said.
